iffbrlato supply any temporary or perma- 
nent denclency in classical instruction fur- 
nished In the public schools or academies 
specially devoted [o tho studies required in 
ireparatlon for college. Papers wera read 
by John Eaton, Jr., United States Commis- 
sioner of Edueilion, on superior instruction 
n relation to universal education; by H. 
I. Edson,of Iowa, on classical study and 
he means of securing It in the west. J, r 
Wechenham, of i'enn., delivered an address 
to the effect tbat a national compulsory 
system of education Is impracticable and 
uuamerican, In wbich he reviewed the bill 
nlroduced during the last session of Con- 
gress by Mr. Ho-;r, of Massachusetts, and 
opposed the measure on the ground that 
the establishment of such a system Is In op- 
icsltlon to the practice of the national gov- 
xnmenl, in opposition to the views of the 
founders of the republic and the leading 
statesmen of the nation. 


In tbe convention, today, Prof. Tyler, of 
Inoi College, read an essay on tbo pro- 
lounciatlonof Greek and Luiu, and Henry 
Harden, of Massachusetts, spoke on the 
methods of teaching drawing.
